Considerable cCiscusaion has 
regarding the address 
jwhich Canon Barnes, of West- 
minster, preached at Cardiff io 
connexion with the visit to that 
city of the British Association:

treaty of Versailles, while afirm- 
ing and, [doubt not. intending al- 
legiance tothe hopes and aspira- 
tions of the libers! opinion of the 
world. have to a considerable 
extent negatived them in fact. 

Bartering and compromising 
and sowing the seads of dissension 
among one another and of discord 
throughout the world, they have 
set up dispositions which resulted 
in leaving production, commerce. 
international intercourse, indeed, 
the vers conditions of existence, 
completaly oct of joint in almos: 
all of Europo east of the Rhine. 
They have ignored what was 
among the most essensisl of all 
the elements involved in read- 
jasting the world from war to 
peace, namely, the element of 
practical economics. 

They have produced a treaty 
so little consonant with the real- 
ities that from the day of its pro- 
mulgation to this day it hss been 
@ continuous object of contro- 
versy, of readjustment, of inter- 
pretation, of bagglics snd whit- 
sling down, and has consumed 
the time, thoucht and energies of

THE POSITION OF SILVER. 


AMERICAN BANK'S 
ATTITUDE. 


‘Tha unfitness of ‘silver as a 
monetary standard has again 
been demonstrated by the recent 
a ented movaments in the 
price of that matal, states a 
bulletin of the National Bank of 
Commerce (U.S.4.), discussing 

“The Silver Situation.” Withio 
a year silver Quotations have 
fluct: ated mors than 100 per cent. 
on the London market and 70 
per cant. on the New York 
market. 

In soma countries, the high 
price of silver led = to 
the melting and sale of 
hoards of silver accomulated 
during the war, and even to the 
melting and sale of coins still in 
circulation. Some countries, io 
order to tetain their smsll 
change, were forced to lessen the 

amount of silver in their subsi- 
diary coinage -or to substitute 
coins of base metal for silver. 
As a result of these devalopments 
tha demand for the metal for 
coinage purposes slackened, acd 
to-day the dependence of the 
world on silver for coins is less 
widespread than it was. 

The bank emphasizes as an im- 
portant factor in the high price 
of silver the decline in production, |: 
particalarly in Mexico, where, 
Isrgely because of political 
disturbances, the output fall from 
71,000,000 ounces in 1513 to 
23,000,000 ounces in 1914, caly to 
fluctuste between the latter 
figure and 63,000,000 ounces in 
1919. There is no evidence, the 
bank says, that the mines in 
Mexico are becomiag less pro- 
ductive, and “thera is avery 
reason to believe that the 
Moxican oatpat, once the political 
atmosphege has cleared, will be 
at least as large as before.” 

“ The resultof the purchase pro- 
visions of the Pittman Act and of 
the mint .regulations,” says the 
article, in discussing the probable 
future price of silver, “fs to 
establish two separate anddistinct 
markets and quotatiocns for 
sil 

“Tn the United States, domestic 
commercial silver 999 fine is 
virtually pegged at 9944 cents. If 
the price for foreign silver should 
rise above $L an ounce treasury 
porchsses would actomatically 
cease. But the price would prob- 
ably uot get much sbove $1. The

HELP VOR THE CHINESE. 


With the meetings in New York of leading banking representa- 
fives of Britain. America. France and Japan 19 arrange the terms 
upon which financial ussistance shall be rendered to China, the 
Consortium begins to assume tangible shape. For the time being, 
the group will be confined to these four Powers, bat that they do 
notseex @ monopoly is shown by the fact thatthe Consortium will 
consider applications for sperbership from banking intetests of other 
mationalities. The main poin: is that China, through her own fault. 
is in dive financial straits, that she cannot Carryon even the werk 
and inefficient ddminisiation now exorcised without outside help, and 
that forvign bankers ara Willing to assist her, provided terma 
satisfactory to bottr parties cas be arrapged. And. in this connec- 
tion, of course, the proper cse of the fonds secured is 8 point 
of supreme importance. By nsisting on assurances and some 
measure of contrul in this regard. foreign bioking groups 
aro not oaly looking alter their own interests, whicb is prudency. 
bates the same troy iney are servinz (hina also, for withou? control 
over expenditure it would be better for the Chincte were they never 
to receive 2 cent of foreign mone;. : 

This question of combintd foreign financial aid to Chins bas 
been deliberated upon for very msay months now, and at last 
matters are approaching a head. The Diplomatic Body in Peking 
has been in constant touch with the Chinese Government on the 
subject, and 2 few. weeks ago it caused to be forwarded to the 
Government the documents ootlining the terms upon which the 
foreign bapkers were prepared to finsoce China through the medium 
of toe Consoruum. ‘these documents were banded to the Govern- 
ment in confidence, and with them waa a covering note sent by the 
four principa: Powers, So that all through the transactions the 
foraigo Powers have been officially concerned in the project. The 
mDvelings How bei.g held io New York are to consider the whole 
Fealm of the generals requirements of China, from currency reform, 
raitway development and tue projected Hu Rusog scheme to the 
disbandment of suldiery. But of even Greater importance is the 
question of the degree of supervision to be exercised by the Con- 
sortiam representatives uf tho proceeds of the proposed loan, whilst 
the matter of stipulations regarding political stability required 
before the loans are granted is likely to prove rather a dificult 
issue,if we are to judge by the constantly-changing complexion of 
the Governments boshin North and Soath China, - 

. Of peculiar interest to us bere is the question of granting part 
of the loan proceeds to South Chins. At the time of writing we_do 
not know the decision of the banking delegates on this point, but it 
roust be obvious that financial aid to Canton from ao ium 
such es this would be tantamount to recognition of the South China 
Government. And if recognition is accorded, there will be little 
Rope, we fear, of an early-auion of the whole country under one 
central Government. We see that the surpluses of the Sait Gabelle 
and Customs duties sre to be pledged a8 guarantee for the repay- 
‘ment of the proposed losus. These sources are Already standing 
security for other foreign obligations, thongh their earnings ars 80 
large that they can easily stand further byrothecation. But it is 
-wortb while pointing out that so far es the salt revenues of the 
South:go, these are not remitted, ss they should be, to Peking, 
though the Central Government mesta the Obligations. to foraign 
lenders for the whole country. In point of ‘fact, there aro many

Let us keep these ideas in mind

He was 
anxious to find whetber bys 
process.of vaccination you could 
indace the blood to produce an- 
tidoteg. to this germ and at the 
same time avoid the severe 
poisoning. effacts which bad oc- 
curred when the abtemp! was 
made. He began by injecting 
the living: germs into the 
yeing of rabbits. The animals 
died of dysautery. An 
examination of their bodies show- 
ed that only the intestides were 
affected. In spite of the factthat 
the germs had been put directly 
into the blood stream, there was 
nothing to show that this had 
exercised avy greater effect than 
if the germs hed been-accidental- 
ly received into the systers, as in 
burhan ‘dysentery.

What of the effects of injecting 
dead dysentery germs? Were 
any antidotes prepared by the 
blood? It was found that afters 
single injection of dead germs 
and the lapse of 18 days, the 
amount of antidote presant in 
the blood had increased 400 times. 
But after two injections . at eight 
days’ interval, the astonishing 
discovery was made that there 
was no trace of antidote at all. 
This was confirmed in various 
ways. . 

The natural question why one 
dose should produce an sntidate 
(whieb Tasted only a skort period) 
and the second dose fail to 
produce any more, i3, perhaps, 
best answered by recounting the 
faci thas though thera 
was no attidate present in the 
blood, the animals which bad 
received the dose or doses were 
now, nevertheless, absoiutely 
protected against the disease.

-lwhether living germs were in- 


jected by vein or under the skin 
orgiven by mouth.. Animals not 
so protected died from the same 
living, germs in 24 boars. 

SALVATION NOT BY ANTIDOTE. 


Here, then, wae the idea that} - 


jmmunity of protection against 
aysantery is not an affair of the 
blood a: all, but an affair of those 
special parts of the body in which 
the dysentery germs live and sect. 
In sbort, that salvatioa is not by 
antidote bat by some local effect, 
“the intestinal barrier becomes 
unbreakable,” whatever’ the 
nature of that barrier may be. 
This, it will be seen, is & con- 
ception of an absolutely different 
kind from that to which we are 
accustomed. One resuli—for the 
work spplies slso to typhoid 
fever—is that vaccination as now 
practised is unnecessary. It was 
found that a dose of dead germs 


given by mouth was quite as|- 


effective in producing this local 
protection as a dose given under 
the skin—the present method of 
vaccination. It is declared:— 
“To alk these infections” 
(typhoid, dysentry, paratyphoid, 
&c.) * vaccination ts only efficac- 
jous when -the taccine finally 
resches the intestine.or certain 
zones of it. . . . The mode of. 
vaccination to be preferred is the 
ural route; it gets to its required 
position directly and with the 
maximusp of security.” 
Preliminary experiments on 
men have shown alresdy that if 
the dysentery germs—dead—are 
take by mouth no effects of any 
sort ar. We thus avoid the 
pain 
vaccination a8 now 
And the result is better. Both 
rebbits snd mice which swallowed 
the dead germs were " sotidty pro- 
tected.”
